Anthrax is all over the 
news these days. At least three 
people have died from the in- 
fections and perhaps hundreds 
have been infected. This seems 

to be scaring the country into 
hysteria. Or is it? 

A survey of randomly 
selected students was taken 
recently. 

And students were asked 
the question. "Do you think 

the known cases of anthrax 
infection are caused by indi- 
vidual terrorists or does a coun- 
try sponsor their 7 " 

Of those that responded, 
6 1 percent said that the terror- 
ists were an individuals, not 
country sponsored. 

Amber Richards, a stu- 
dent here at Shelton State said, 
1 'Osama hi n -Laden has enough 
money to have been able to 
back this operation on his own. 
He doesn't need any help from 
a country." 

Of the responses, 36 per- 
cent said that they think a coun-

try sponsors the terrorists in- 
volved in the anthrax scare. 

Students were also asked 
the question, "Do you think the 
U.S. Government will be able to 
eliminate the threat of biologi- 
cal terrorism?" To this question, 
36 percent of the students sur- 
veyed responded with yes. 

Seth Curtis, student, said, 
"I do believe that biological ter- 
rorism can be stopped but not by 
the U.S. Government alone. It 
will take Americans everywhere 
standing together under one ban- 
nerto fully eliminate this threat." 

Sixty-four percent re- 
sponded with no. Chasity Reach, 
a student, said, "I think the gov- 
ernment could handle the threat 
of biological terrorism better if 
(the government) would worry 
more about what was going on 
here for a little while instead of 
worrying about the welfare of 
foreign places." 

When asked if they them- 



selves were afraid of being 
infected. 32 percent of the stu- 
dents surveyed responded 
with yes. None of these stu- 
dents wished to comment, 
however. 

Of the students sur- 
veyed, 64 percent responded 
to the same question with no. 
Zach Gable, another student, 
said, "I have a better chance 
of playing in the NBA next 
season than I do of catching 
anthrax." 

Other students have the 
same thoughts. April 
Crossland said, it's a little 
harder to get infected than the 
press lets on. I think I have a 
better chance of being mur- 
dered than of contracting an- 
thrax. 'The government con- 
tinues to comment that the 
anthrax situation is not out of 
control. Some students agree.

Late fall and winter's 
night time sky has a particular 
treat a cluster of seven bright 
stars that we commonly call 
the "Seven Sisters" but offi- 
cially this grouping is the Ple- 
iades! I'll bet that as a child 
your grandparents taught you 
to find this magnificent sight in 
the cool, dear skies of late Oc- 
tober around Halloween! 

Io find the "Seven Sis- 
ters" simply look almost due 
east about two hours after the 
sunsets. This grouping of stars 
is officially referred to as an 
open or Galactic Cluster. Open 
is used because this type has a 
small numberof stars compared 
to a Gobular Cluster which can 
have several million stars. The 



Pleiades has a total of three dozen 
stars with seven of them being 
real bright. Galactic is used be- 
cause this type of cluster is found 
in the plane of our Milky Way 
Galaxy. 

The Pleiades is located in 
the constellation Taurus the bull. 
To find the head of the bull sim- 
ply look below the "Seven Sis- 
ters" for a v-shaped group of 
stars. Extend each side of the V 
and two stars can be found that 
represents the tip of Taurus' s 
horns! 

Native Americans have 
two legends about the Pleiades. 
In one the seven bright stars rep- 
resent the teepees of seven young 
brothers who were put in the 
sky ! In the other they represent

seven maiden who were trying 
to escape a bear and climbed 
the Devil's Tower a rock for- 
mation in Wyoming. 

A bear clawed the sides 
of the rock trying to get the 
maidens and according to this 
legend that is why the sides of 
the formation are shaped as 
they are. You might remem- 
ber that the Devil's tower was 
featured in the science fiction 
movie Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind\ 

Keep looking up and have 
fun finding the sisters, broth- 
ers, or maidens depending on 
the legend in our beautiful fall 
skies! When locating the Ple- 
iades, be sure to look out for 
Taurus the bull!
